Because of the fact that the 
majority of men are right-handed, we 
have placed the blade on the opposite 
side from the general custom. 

This permits the blade to be placed 
next to the body or main limb of the 
tree with the hook handle held in the 
left hand, while the right hand operates 
the blade. It may be readily seen with 
this arrangement that the hook remains 
stationary while the blade closes, in¬ 
stead of the blade being held stationary 
while the hook closes by twisting 
around the branch, wounding the bark.
